ORDERS 

New Delhi, the 5th January 1952 

S.R.O. 36. — WHEREAS the Central Government is of opinion^ that an Industrial 
dispute exists between employers and workmen in relation to some of the banking 
companies specified in Schedule I; 

AND WHEREAS the Centrarl Government considers it desirable to ' rhfer for 
adjudication the matters specified In Schedule II which are either matters In dispute 
or matters connected with, or relevant to, the said dispute; 

AND WHEREAS the Central Government is further of opinion that the said 
dispute Is of such a nature that the other banking companies specified In Schedule I 
are likely to be interested in, or affected by, that dispute and that it Is desirable 
to Include also those banking companies in that reference; 

NOW THEREFORE, in exetcise of the powers referred by section 10. of the 
Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (XIV of 1947), the Central Government hereby refers 
to the Industrial Tribunal constituted by the notification of the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Labour No. IB/100(4)/I, dated the 5th January, 1952, for 
adjudication the matters specified in Schedule II (being either matters in dispute 
or matters connected with, or relevant to, the dispute), as between emplojiers and 
workmen in relation to all the banking companies specified in Schedule I.

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S.R.O. 37. — Whereas by an order of the Government of India In the Ministry 
of Labour No. LR-100(4) /II, dated the 6th January 1962, certain matters 
(being either matters in dispute or matters connected with, or relevant to, the dis- 
pute) as between employers and workmen in relation to certain banking compa- 
nies including the banking companies specified in the schedule have been referred 
to an Industrial Tribunal for adjudication; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (;)) of sec- 
tion 10 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (XIV of 1947), the Central Government 
hereby prohibits the continuance of the strike in existence in the banking compa- 
nies specified in the Schedule,
